The little pile of dirt 
probably was invisible to the eng!t- 
neer, Ww was among the dead, as 
were the fireman and  trainmen 


who were riding in the engine. 


The engine leaped from the rails, 
dragging the firet three care of 
the train behind it. It tore over 
the ties for thirty feet and then 
plunged over an embankment, 
overturning.

McClintock's Fiancee Admits on Stand Plan to Get 
Half of Fortune; Faiman Testifies Today 


CHICAGO, June 1 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
6.—Miss Isabelle Pope, attractive young fiancee 


of William Nelson McClintock, admitted today under cross-examination 


at the murder trial 6f William D.

Years later the most of the tribe 
meved to Indian Territory where, 
to their consternation, tney found 
their traditiénal enemies, the 
Benecas, in full possession of the 
choicest hunting grounds. The 
Senecas had emigrated to this re- 
gion a number of years before 
and settied on the banks of Cow- 
skin River, which derived its name 
from the Indian's practice of 
throwing into it the hides of the 
cattle they butchered. The 
stream still bears the name. 

However, when the Wyandottes 
encountered their former foes this 
time the Senecas seemed to have 
forgotten the feud and a treaty 
was promptly negotiated. the 
Wyandottes purchasing a large 
tract of land. Once more the 
tribes lived side by side in the 
wilderness, each hunting in the 
other's forests.

BE SETTLED 


Negotiations to Close Suit 
Between Los Angeles and 
Long Beach Pending ©

LONG BEACH, June 16.—sét- 
tlement of the long pending fight to 
prove the legality of the special an- 
nexation election here December 
28, 1923, which added several 
square miles of territory to the city 
of Long Beach, loomed today. Ne- 
gotiations intended to bring to a 
close the suit brought by Los An- 
geles interests to have the annexa- 
tion election set aside will be con- 
ducted by city officials and Cham- 
ber ‘of Commerce heads with the 
Los Angeles City Council, it Was an- 
nounced today.

Although, under the law, no ter- 

titory annexed by Long Beach by 
special elections can be set aside 
without a vote of ajl the people, 
Long Beach is willing to make any 
reasonable wsoncession that will 
bring to an end the litigation now 
holding up improvements in the 
annexed territory, City Attorney 
Mason said today. Some legal au- 
thorities, he declared, have ques- 
tioned whether annexed territory 
ean be surrendered even through 
an election. 
All public improvements, includ- 
ing police and fire protection, gar- 
bage and rubbish collection, sew- 
ers, curbs, sidewalks and similar 
projects in the annexed territories 
have been eld up for several 
months by order of the Council, 
pending settlement of the  Ilitiga- 
fon.

“AMBUSH” I8 ABSORBING IN 
ITS SIMPLICITY

The reinstating of the mental 
tragedy on the stage may now be 
duly celebrated.

w. J. Henderson, the eminent 
eastern critic, now a guest of our 
city, began Bis highly stimulating 
series of six.jecturés yesterday aft- 
ernoon ifthe spacious ballroom of 
the Alexandria Hotel. That his 
visit is a matter of importance and 
his lectures keenly anticipated was 
evidenced by the fact that the pro- 
fessional musicians were splendid- 
ly represented. No doubt as the 
lectures continue more and more 
persons will become interested. 

In fact, there ought to be a 
large student representation, for 
Mr. Henderson is lecturing for the 
Master Schoo! of Musical Arts, and 
his talks ere designed as such. 
They are no means intended 
only for, that person who already | 
has read through half a dozen his- 
tories of music, and spent three- 
quarters of a lifetime cultivating 
the art. 

Mr. Henderson certainly knows 
his subject matter; indeed, he is 
one of the deepest students whom 
we might be privileged to hear and 
to meet. He sees on all sides of 
hia subject at once, as it were. 
holding it in the strong light of 
his searching mentality, and often- 
times presenting an old idea in 
new garb. He is academic, yet he 
punctuates his remerxs with @ cer- 
tain dry wit, which adds perso- 
nality to fact. 

He spoke of the relative quall- 
ties of appreciation ad estimation 
in music: the content and atyles of 
the early religious and secular mu- 
sic: folk and art songs; emotion 
and idea: the development of the 
song and of the dance; the gen- 
eral useage of the five-tone scale:

INVENTOR PERFECTS 
NONSINKABLE SHIP 


AIR CHAMBERS IN HULL MAY 
SPELL END OF MARINE — 
DISASTERS 


Appalling sea disasters such us 
that which recently befell the Jap- 
anese freighter Raisuka Maru off 
Nova Scotia with a loss of more 
than forty lives, gave to Adam T. 
Drekolias of New Brighton, Staten 
Isiand, N. Y., the idea for an in- 
vention which, he claims, will keep 
any ship from sinking, no matter 
how badly damaged. His invention 
is a collapsible chamble designed 
to imprison air in the hull of a 
disabled veasse!. 

Even if a ship were filled com- 
pletely with water, the Inventor 
claims, the device would keep its 
upper deck above the surface, giv- 
ing the crew a chance for their 


‘lives until rescuers arrived. 


The invention, as described in 
Pepular Science Monthly for July, 
is based on the well-known princi- 
ple that as long as the weight 
of a ship is less than the weight 
of the water it displaces, or juat 
equal to it, the ship will float. In 
more than 700 experiments with 
a model ship. Drekolias found that 
if the amonnt of air normally in- 
side the submerged part of a float- 
ing vessel could be imprisoned. no 
matter how much water were then 
poured into the hull, it would not 
sink. 

Drekolias’s plan is to imprison 
the air in collapesib’e 
that can be fastened to ceilings 
or on decks tn spaces now unutil- 
ized. The chambers would fit one 
inside another and could be opened 
to admit the a mount of air need- 
ed to displace water rushing into 
a damaged vessel. Air valves 
would perrrit tse passage of air 
from one chamber to another. 

Each set of collapsible chambers 
would be cornected with an air 
pipe leading to the highest pdint 
on the ma>t or funnel of the ship.

As 
water entered a section of the 
ship, the «ir chambers there would 
open automatically and begin fill- 
ing with air. At the same time an 
alarm would be sounded to notify 
the captain of the location of the 
danger and to warn passengers. 

The captain could’ release air 
chambers in various parts of the 
ship at will, according to the plan, 
and also could admit water to act 
as ballast and thus maintain the 
ship's equil'dbrium.
